When a recently divorced 
Edmonton woman met a 
gorgeous younger man 
on an Internet dating site, 
an overwhelming sense 
of flattery veiled any sus¬ 
picion he was capable of 
breaking her heart and 
draining her bank 
account. 

The shamed victim, who 
does not want to be identi¬ 


fied, joins a list of vulnera¬ 
ble area women conned 
out of almost $300,000 in 
the past few months by 
Nigerian scammers trol¬ 
ling popular dating web¬ 
sites. 

“They don’t tell you bad 
stuff — they tell you good 
stuff, and that’s what 


everyone wants to hear,” 
she said yesterday. 

The man she fell for 
claimed to be a wealthy 
American businessman, 
dealing in antiques in Nige¬ 
ria. She ended up sending 
him thousands, after his he 
claimed his son was in a 
terrible car accident, un¬ 


derwent three surgeries, 
and eventually died. 

She said that while, at 
first, she refused to give 
him money, his insistence 
and promises they’d meet 
in person, combined with 
inescapable loneliness was 
enough to mask any possi¬ 
ble foreshadowing. 

“It feels like an addiction 
after a while,” she said. 
“You begin to love that per¬ 
son and believe them, no 
matter what they say. You 
just keep doing it, and it’s 


very hard to stop.” 

Though police have re¬ 
ceived a number of com¬ 
plaints about the “highly 
sophisticated” scam, 
there’s little hope of catch¬ 
ing the crooks or recover¬ 
ing any cash. 

“They know how to cov¬ 
er their tracks,” said EPS 
economic crimes Det. Mark 
Johnson, who added 
though it’s certain her 
money was collected in 
Nigeria, it’s impossible to 
tell by whom.

Getting girls into science

A group of scientists at the 
University of Alberta are 
trying to get young girls to 
think about careers in the 
field it says has been 
mostly male-dominated. 

Roughly 600 sixth 
graders from schools 
across the city put on lab 
coats and safety glasses for 
some hands-on science 
learning — everything 
from experimenting with 
chemicals to building pa¬ 
per bridges in a program 
called Choices. 

“Young women are used 
to seeing other women as 
nurses and teachers (when 
thinking about careers),” 
said Gail Powley, an engi¬ 
neer and a vice-chair for 
the group called Women 
in Scholarship, Engineer¬ 
ing, Science and Technolo¬ 
gy- 

“The more (the girls) are 
exposed to other careers, 
and see women in those 
careers, they can identify 
with them. They can be¬ 
come engineers and scien¬ 
tists.” 

Under the program, the 


girls were partnered up 
with 80 university scien¬ 
tists, engineers and sci¬ 
ence students who acted 
as mentors for the girls. 

The girls worked with a 
number of salt solutions to 
find out how to add colour 
to a burning flame, a spe¬ 
cial effect seen in the Har¬ 


ry Potter movies. 

The group also worked 
with frozen ice and other 
chemicals to learn about 
chemistry. 

“This is pretty cool,” said 
11-year-old Nicole 

Phillipoff while working 
with a dry-ice solution. 
“Science is different, but 


it’s really fun.” 

Powley said careers in 
science are worthwhile for 
any young person. 

“Women add a different 
dynamic to science, they 
care a lot about the envi¬ 
ronment and they care a 
lot about people,” said 
Powley.

As a safety precaution, 
firefighters ordered Epcor 
to shut down the overhead 
lines of the LRT as the 
blaze came into contact 
with the track in the city’s 
north end, said fire rescue 


spokeswoman Melanie Mo- 
chorulc. 

No one was hurt in the 
blaze, but damages have 
been tallied at $260,000, 
said Mochorulc. 

Fire officials said a 
portable heater sparked 
the blaze that completely 
engulfed the temporary 
shelter that was used to 
house a construction 
crane. 


Patricia Dixon, a spokes¬ 
woman with Edmonton 
Transit, said LRT services 
were halted for an hour, 
but shuttle bus services 
were provided for riders 
between Clairview and 
Belvedere Stations. 

Dixon said buses were 
running in between sta¬ 
tions every five minutes 
during the morning com¬ 
mute.

While thanking Canadians 
for their contributions to 
the Afghan war effort, U.S. 
President Barack Obama

Khmer Rouge torturer 
tried for prison deaths 


The chief Khmer Rouge 
torturer went on trial for 
crimes against humanity 
yesterday, the first senior 
Pol Pot cadre to be tried 
by the “Killing Fields” 
court three decades after 
the deaths of 1.7 million 
Cambodians. 

Kaing Guelc Eav, alias 
Duch and ex-commandant 
of the notorious S-21 
prison, did not address the 
court, but sat impassively 
as lawyers haggled over 
procedural matters. 

Hundreds of victims, in¬ 
cluding saffron-robed Bud¬ 
dhist monks who were per¬ 
secuted during the 1975-79 
Khmer Rouge era, packed 
the public gallery, reacting 


with anger 
and relief at 
the sight of 
66-year-old 
Duch in the 
dock. 

“This is 
the day we 
have waited 
for for 30 
years,” said 
Vann Nath, 63, one of a 
handful of survivors from 
S-21 where at least 14,000 
“enemies of the revolu¬ 
tion” were tortured and 
killed. 

This week’s hearings will 
lay the groundwork for a 
full-blown trial in March, 
when Duch and survivors 
are expected to testify. 


Duch, now a born-again 
Christian, has expressed 
remorse before facing the 
joint Cambodian-UN tribu¬ 
nal, set up to prosecute 
those responsible for one 
of the darkest chapters of 
the 20th century. 

Duch also faces charges 
of war crimes, torture and 
homicide while chief of S- 
21, where victims were 
forced to confess to crimes 
and then shot or beaten to 
death in the “Killing 
Fields” outside the capital. 

Only 12 survived, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S.-funded Doc¬ 
umentation Center of 
Cambodia, which has re¬ 
searched the Khmer Rouge 
era. reuters

There’s a new player in the 
light truck market. Suzuki 
has expanded their lineup, 
not only adding compact 
cars and mid size SUV’s, 
but now also have a mid¬ 
size truck in their portfolio. 
They call it the Equator. 

Suzuki has built trucks 
before. Their first truck 
was the Suzulight Carry in 
1961. We didn’t see it here. 
Compared to other manu¬ 
facturers, Suzuki is a rela¬ 
tive newcomer to Canada, 
with Suzuki Canada Inc., 
founded in 1979 by parent 
company Suzuki Motor 
Corporation. To build a 
truck for North America, 
Suzuki has partnered with 
Nissan and will utilize Nis¬ 
san’s next generation Fron¬ 
tier platform for their first 
venture into the mid-size 
truck market. 

According to Seiichi 
Maruyama, president of 
Suzuki Canada, “Pickup 
buyers in Canada are a par¬ 
ticularly good fit for Suzu¬ 
ki since, statistically speak¬ 
ing, they’re more likely to 
participate in lifestyle-ori¬ 
ented activities.” 

While U.S. buyers get the 
option of extended cab or 
crew cab, four cylinder or

ART CARNEY’S BEST ACTOR 
win: Art Carney won the 
1974 best actor statue for a 
movie in which he trav¬ 
elled the country with his 


cat. Now, that decision is 
offensive enough on its 
own, but it’s even worse 
when you consider that he 
beat out A1 Pacino for The 
Godfather Part II, Jack 
Nicholson for Chinatown, 
and Dustin Hoffman for 
Lenny. Those are three of 
the best actors of their gen¬ 
eration giving three of 
their greatest performanc¬ 
es. If he’d beaten even one 
of them it would have been 
a travesty. The fact that he 
beat them all is a tragedy.

Fusilli and

INGREDIENTS: 

1 large onion, chopped 

2 garlic cloves, minced 
796-ml can no-salt-added 
Italian tomatoes 
796-ml can no-salt-added 
whole tomatoes in puree 
1/4 cup (50 ml) chopped 
fresh basil 

1 tbsp (15 ml) fresh 
oregano or 1 tsp (5 ml) 
dried 

2 slices firm-textured white 
bread 

1 lb (500 g) lean (93%) 
ground beef 

1 large egg 

2 tbsp (25 ml) reduced-fat 
milk (2%) 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 

12 oz (375 g) long fusilli 

METHOD: 

1. Coat large pot with non¬ 
stick cooking spray and set 
over medium-high heat. 
Saute onion and garlic until 
soft, about 5 minutes. 
Transfer 2 tbsp (25 ml) 
onion mixture to large 
bowl. 

2. Process Italian and whole 
tomatoes in food processor 
until fairly smooth. Add to 
pot. Bring to a boil over 
medium-high heat. Reduce 


heat to medium-low. Cover 
and simmer, stirring often, 
30 minutes. Add basil and 
oregano during the last 15 
minutes. 

3. Process bread until 
crumbs form. Add crumbs, 
beef, egg, milk, salt, and 
black pepper to onion mix¬ 
ture and mix just until 
blended. Shape into twenty 
1-in. (2.5-cm) meatballs. 
Coat medium skillet with 
nonstick cooking spray and 
set over medium-high heat. 
Cook meatballs in batches 
until browned on all sides, 
about 8 minutes. 

4. Drain on paper towels. 
Add meatballs to sauce. 
Cover and cook, stirring oc¬ 
casionally, 20 minutes. 

5. Meanwhile, cook pasta 
according to package direc¬ 
tions. Drain and toss with 1 
1/2 cups sauce in large heat¬ 
ed serving bowl. Spoon 1 
cup (250 ml) sauce over pas¬ 
ta. Serve meatballs and re¬ 
maining sauce alongside.
